J. C. Hackleman, crops specialist 
nf th# 
college, and M. P. F a r r a r 
entomologist of the Illinois State 
N atu ral History Su rv ey . 
The msec I u a s first fou nd in 
Illinois in 19 40 and althou gh v ery 
abu ndant in the fall and winter of 
19 41 was not ex pected to be as 
destru ctiv e as it ha* 
been this 
spring, especially in second-y ear 
•weet clov er. 
Where old or second-y ear sweet 
clov er stands being reserv ed for 
pastu re are showing da ma ge from 
the weev il, 
the field 
shou ld 
be 
disced and harrowed su fficiently 
to prepare a good mellow su rface 
two or three inches deep. Then a 
mix tu re of 2 pou nds of alsike, 4 
pou nds of red clov er. S pou nds of 
tim othy and 4 pou nds of ry e grass 
shou ld 
be seeded. 
If the phos­ 
phoru s content of the soil is medi­

The brooders are ad­ 
ju stable from 1(10-27 5 w atts de­ 
pending on the w eather. 
The heat 
cost has been abou t 25e per pig. 
Pigs are 
u su ally farrow ed on 
clean alfalfa grou nd. 
Sows are 
washed thorou ghly before mov ing 
to their new clean homes 
They 
are washed w ith goold old soap 
and water. 
The hou ses are 6 x 
6 x 42" and v ery sim ilar to speci­ 
fications 
recommended by 
the 
F arm Bu reau . 
The total cost of 
these hou ses was $16 09 each, they 
are solidly constru cted and shou ld 
last sev eral y ears. 
Jessee 
has three hog pastu res 
which are rotated each y ear. They 
are seeded to alfalfa, one contains 
7 acres, another 6 acres and the 
other 512 acres. 
In this way hogs 
are on clean grou nd each y ear. 
A fter weaning pigs are fed on a 
ration of:

Only 525,000 a Year 
When President Roosev elt recommended that 
incomes be limited to » 25.000 a V W (*fUr taxes) 
the reaction of most people was that it would be a 
good thing. In fact there were some 13 million tax­ 
payers who wished that the gov ernment would make 
a $25,000 a year income compulsory for ev eryone. 
President Roosev elt himself is fixed for life 
ev en though he would take a $35,000 a year salary 
deduction under his own plan. 
No one believ es the 
President would be mov ed by personal considera­ 
tion in either direction. 
But at the same time one 
wonders whether the proposed income limitation 
j 
might not do more harm than good, and whether 
he really meant it. 
In 1939 there were only 43,750 persons who re­ 
ceiv ed more than $25,000 a year. 
Only forty-three | 
of these large-income people were receiv ing more 
than a million. 
And only 151 could boast of in­ 
comes ranging ov er $500,000 a year. 
The rest were 
comparativ ely small fry. 
And if the gov ernment 
were to seize all of those incomes the total would 
make hardly more than a drop in the bucket. 
If you go trav eling you will come across a 
great many ritzy places which pay hsgh taxes and 
support 
numerous 
workers—-and 
are 
successful 
largely because of the income deriv ed from persons 
who earn more than $25,000 a year. 
The country could bear up nobly if these people 
had no place to meet, but it must be remembered 
that the people who work at these places would find 
themselv es unemployed and the snooty buildings 
might hav e to be sold for taxes. 
In New York City 
and some other large centers there are rows of 
apartments which rent at figures from $10,000 a 
year up. These would be closed and the v alets, dog 
walkers, maids and butlers would hav e to take 
other work for which they are untrained. 
Many civ ic enterprises, such as the maintenance 
of opera companies and art galleries, would suffer. 
Hundreds of churches, character-building institu­ 
tions and univ ersities are maintained by donations 
from the wealthy. 
Community chest programs and 
other charitable driv es often are put ov er the top 
or are made successful because the financially big 
ahots step in and keep the things from bogging 
down. 
Very few men actually sp^nd $25,000 a year for 
personal needs. 
Moat of it is expended in the form 
of donations, gifts to worthy enterprises or in liv ing 


at the aforesaid hifalutin hotela and resorts. #r in 
the purchase of automobiles, yachts or great es­ 
tates which employ many people. 
Some large incomes are inherited, but for the 
most part they are receiv ed by people who can 
deliv er a great deal of horsepower in industry or 
commerce. 
Some whose names can be found at 
the top of the w ar effort might be affected in their 
morale by a drastic limitation. 
Of course they are rich, and most of us could 
imagine they should be able to do v ery nicely on only 
$25,000 a year. But it all depends upon whether you 
look up the hill or at your own lev el when thinking 
of large incomes. 
Thousands of farmers, thousands 
of share croppers and a v ast multitude of white 
collar workers look with env y upon the incomes of 
$50 to $150 a week or more earned by skilled work­ 
ers and federal bureaucrats. 


Dirty Little Sheets 


Apparently Attorney General Biddle found the 
water was not so hot as he had feared. 
Except for 
a few professional liberals, and of course the Chris­ 
tian Fronter*. almost ev erybody was pleased when 
Father Coughlins Social Justice was giv en the 
works. 
Now Mr. Biddle has announced hi» readiness to 
go after a lot more "dirty little sheets," which are 
preaching sedition, bigotry, defeatism, anti-democ­ 
racy generally. 
The attorney general has a broad and fertile 
field in which to work. 
This nation at war. fighting not alone for the 
theoretical cause of democracy but for its v ery ex­ 
istence. has been tolerating hundreds of "dirty little 
sheets" which hav e no possible excuse for existence. 
Few of them, indiv idually, do much harm. Their 
circulation is limited. 
Their prestige is nil. They 
are read principally by men and women whose 
loyalty ranges from passiv ity to non-existence. 
The Department of Justice has stripped the 
gears of "Copperhead Notes" by its action against 
Ellis O. Jones and the deserter Robert Noble, and 
of the v icious "Galilean" by the arrest of William 
Dudley Pelley. 
But there still remain at least a hundred sub­ 
v ersiv e daily and weekly printed and mimeographed 
sheets which, by design or coincidence, play Hitler’s 
game in this country. 
There is "The Broom," issued in that highly 
strategic defense city, San Diego. 
Its tone may be 
judged from its discov ery th at V (for Victory) 
actuallly is a Jewish symbol standing for "Violence, 
Vengeance and Sabotage." 
This is reminiscent of the expose by "X-Ray," 
of Muncie, Ind., that the V dates from the feast of 
Belshazzar. 
The context in which "X-Ray ‘ pub­ 
licizes its learning may be judged from a February 
article warning that the Jews are seeking to mingle 
their and Negro blood with that of other races 
through the blood banks which hav e been established 
for transfusions for our war wounded. 
How can a nation at war continue to tolerate 
"Publicity," published by E. J. Garner at Wichita, 
which commented on Pearl Harbor: 
"The Japs did Sunday just what Secretary of 
State Hull and his war-mongering pal, Lord Hali­ 
fax, of London, hav e been longing for—they a t­ 
tacked Honolulu and the Philippines. Now' the Unit­ 
ed States has a w ar on its hands. 
So then what *’ 
By citation and q uotations, space permitting, 
the case against these and scores of others could be 
made irrefutable. 
Truly, Mr. Biddle was restrained 
in the best Philadelphia Quaker tradition when he 
confined his epithet to "dirty little sheets." 
We can fight this war v ery well without such 
publications or their authors and sponsors.

Milion Tons of 
Feed Saved With 
Good Hog Ration 


Urbana, 
111.— Balanced rations, 
long recommended for better and 
cheaper farm production, can put 
the Illinois spring pig crop on the 
market at a saving of nearly a 
million tons of feed. 


In fact, H. W . Bean, of the ani­ 
mal husbandry department, U ni­ 
versity of Illinois College of A gri­ 
culture, 
warns 
the 
farmer who 
tries to fatten his hogs on corn 
alone that he is wasting nearly a 
fourth of his feed. 


" It requires about 600 pounds 
of corn to produce 100 pounds of 
perk. 
The same amount of pork 
can be produced with 400 pounds 
of corn and 40 pounds of good pro­ 
tein supplement if the pig is fed 
a balanced 
ration. 
This 
means 
that the farmer 
can 
save 160 
pounds of feed on each 100 pounds 
of work he produces. 
If he has 
50 spring pigs, he can save eight 
tons ©I feed, most of which will 
be corn," 


Bean said that 
nearly 6,000,- 
000 pigs will be farrowed in Illi­ 
nois in the spring of 
1912 
It 
would require 3,600,000 tons, or 
128.500,000 bushels, of corn alone 
to feed 
these 
pigs to 
market 


weight. 
The same amount of pork 
can be produced with 
2,400.000 
tons, or 85,700.000 bushels of corn, 
plus 240,000 tons of protein sup­ 
plement. 
The use of 240,000 tons 
of supplement w ill save 1,200,000 
tons of corn. 
"The saving of feed, however, is 
not the only economy that can be 
credited to a 
balanced 
ration,” 
Bean explained. 
'There 
will 
be 
fewer death losses, which means 
a saving of pigs. 
Pigs also will 
gain more rapidly and will reach 
market weight at an earlier age, 
thus enabling the feeder to take 
advantage 
of the 
higher 
prices 
which usually occur on the early 
market.”
